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RECONSTRUCTION OF - 


The above photograph shows Messrs, Hor- 
ton’s reconstructed premises, Nos. 105 and 106 
Grafton street, Dublin, which occupy a com- 
manding. position at the corner of Grafton 
street and Suffolk street, forming, perhaps, 
wne of the most attractive shopping sites in 
Dublin. The premises are planned in the 
inost up-to-date style, and combine great in- 
ternal atcommodstion with the maximum 
facilities for window display. All heavy stone 
supporting pillars have been removed, and 
two new entrances have been formed, one in 
Grafton street and one in Suffolk street. 

The new shop front and internal fittings are 
in the best mahogany, and the shop base 
vesis on a polished Aberdeen granite plinth. 
The porches are in moyaic. Window blinds 
and roller shutters have been installed, and 
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no expense has been spared in making these 
spremises one of the most attractive in Grafton 
street. 

The basement, or lower cround floor, has 
been entirely reconstructed to form a spacious 
public .wareroom. A new ‘staircase ‘leads 
directly from the shop down to this room, 
which has been made extremely attractive 
with leaded glass windows. Perfect ventila- 
tion and daylight has: been obtained here by 
avement and stallboard lights. A new heat: 
ing chamber has also been installed. 

The upper floors have also been recon- 
structed, and we understand it is the intention 
of the proprietors to sub-let these spacious 
rooms in offices.

ROAD CONSTRUCTION IN 
DUBLIN. 


—— 
IMPORTANT SCHEME. 


Mr. Michael J. Buckley, City Engineer, 
makes an important announcement regard- 
ing the reconstruction of many of the main 
thoroughfares iu the city. 

It is the intention of the Commissioners to 
reconstruct the road surfaces in a number of 
streets and to substitute asphalt or wood pav- 
ing for the present street surfaces. The work 
will be commenced in the beginning of Novem- 
ber, and the roads will be carried out in the 
following order :— 
Finglas roaa. 
Constitution Hill. 
Upper Merrion street. 
Lower Merrion street. 
Merrion square, N, 
Nassau street. 
College Green. 
Phibsboro’ road (Sth. 
of N.C. road). 
It is very desirable that the new road rur- 
faces should not be disturbed by trenches 
made for the purposes of laying oe oe or ser- 
vices to supply water, gas or electric light. 
Not only do such openings disfigure the road 
surface, but they also do it permanent injury. 
Residents contempiating the installation of 
a telephone, electric light, gas, water or new 
drainage are requested by Mr. Buckley to 
give orders at once to have the ~ necessary 
work carried out before the roadways are re- 
constructed. They will thus not only avoid 
damage to the roadway, but also reduce the 
cost of the installation, as the charges for re- 
storing asphalt or Wood paving will be higher 
than for the present.surfaces. 
It is estimated that the carrying out of 
these works, including the ‘preparation and 
supply of local materials, will provide em- 
ployment for approximately 500 or 400 men 
for a period of six months. 
The road surfaces which are to be laid 
down have been carefully. considered and due 
regard paid to the necessities of horse-drawn 
traffic. For this reason the asphalt roadways 
are being made of native bitumgn and sand, 
this construction being less slippery than the 
powder rock asphalt employed in continental 
cities, i 
The expense of re-surfacing these roads will 
be defrayed by the Commissioners out of the 
£75,000 whieh fell to the Co i“"""-w from 
the Government grant of £1,000,000. Pre- 
ference will be given to demobilised men of 
the National Army. 


RE-MAKING THE ROAD TO 
SWORDS. 


Two schemes have been adopted for the im- 
provement of roads in Co. Dublin, and con- 
tracts amounting to £335,900 have been placed 
in connection with them. This sam is en- 
tirely a Government grant to the Co. Council, 
Work commenced last week in one case on a 
six to eight miles stretch of the Naas road, 
just outside the city boundary. 

In the other case—the road from the Thatch 
to Swords—it is expected that work will com- 
mence this week. Over 200-men will be en- 
gaged on the two schemes. which, it is anti- 
cipated, will last nine months. The Council's 
survevor 18 preparing schemes for the Clonee 
and Blanchardstown roads.

‘CIVIC SURVEY OF DUBLIN. 


Mr. Horace T. O'Rourke, the City. Archi- 
tect of Dublin, and Chairman of the Civic 
Survey Committee, with his colleagues on that 
Committee have prepared a Civic Survey 
of Lhe City of Dublin, in whith task they 
have obtained valuable assistance from 
numerous societies representing art and 
science, and communal! development generally. 
This work ‘is a statistical and graphical re- 
presentation of things as they are in the 
community, and is a necessary preparation for 
a town plan. 

The Survey is almost complete—the first oc- 
casion upon which a Survey of this character 
has been prepared of an Irish city. In Great 
Britain the need of tabulating evidence of 
existing conditions as an essential preliminary 
to their improvement: is fully recognised. 
Cities with a population but little larger than 
that of Dublin -have spent thousands of 
pounds on their civic surveys. Except for 
some smail expenditure on reproduction, the 
Dublin survey has been prepared entirely by 
voluntary aid.

“UNDER. THE, LIFFEY. 
TO COST £60,000. 


~The project” for ‘ths . construction, of a 
‘tunnel’ euler the River 'T iffey_ has been ad- 
vanced ‘a stage further bygbe adoption by the 
Commissioners of the County Borough of 
Dublin of a report. by one of their number, 
‘Mr. P. J. Hernon, dealing with the scheme, 
in his report, Mr. Hernon states that for 
some years past the question of constructing a 
tunnél under the River Liffey, near its mouth, 
has at intervals engaged the attention of the 
Corporation, but, whilst the advantages of 
such a tunnel were generally admitted, it was 
not found possible to take any definite steps 
towards its construction. In 1918, following 
upon an application from the Director of 

erchant Shipping for the supp! of electric 
power to the Dublin Dockya o., to give 
an emergency supply, the Clontarf cable was 
tapped and a sable laid on the bed of the river 
at Alexandra road. Th. laying of this cable 
was purely an emergency measure, and has 
never been regarded as sufficient for the needs 
of the district, in which are situate premises 
belonging to the. Dublin Dockyard Co., 

Dublin Shipbuilders, Ld., Merchants’ Ware- 
housing Co.; Messrs. Kennedy's Mills, Dublin 
Port: and. Docks Board, etc.—all large con- 
sumers of electrical power.. That this arrange- 
ment is unsatisfactory is borne out by the ex- 

ience of the Electricity Department, who 
ave ‘had on different occasions to lay new 
cables to replace those torn away by shipping. 

So far as e “ctrieal requirements are con- 
cerned, the alternative to the construction 
of a tunnel is to bring. the cables round via 
Butt Bridge or O'Connell Bridge from Pigeon 
House to the North Wall, the cost of which 
would be approximately. from £20,000 to 
£25,000. As the construction of a tunnel would 
cost considerably more than this figure, it was 
obvions that the Electricity Departmen: could 
not. justify the expenditure. of the larger 
amount. The report. proceeds to recount nego- 
tiations carried on with a view to sharing the 
expense of a larger tunuel capable of catering 
for pedéstriaw traffic, and proceeds to say that 
the Electricity’ Department all this time 
urged. the necessity of dealing definitely with 
the matter. to enable them to make some 
‘arrangement other than the existing sub- 
marine.cables for the e'ectrical connection of 
the norti: side of the river with the Pigeon 
| House. .The.City Electrical Engineer, in a 
| Tecent report, states that the question. has 
now become. one of extreme urgency and 
should be decided without delay. 

‘The needs to be served by a tunne! on the 
larger scale. now. proposed range themselves 
under three headings :— 

I. Electric cables. 
Tl. Water mains. 
ITT. Pedestrian traffic. 

_. LOCATION, 

The provision of accommodation for vehi-

proposed subway. The building operations in 
Howth, Killester, atid Marino, with the ex- 
tension of the City boundaries, should the 
latter take place, will render imperative the 
laying of a new arterial. main. ‘The best 
course for such a pipe, in the opinion of the 
Deputy Borough Surveyor, would be from 
the 24-inch main at Shelbourne road through 
the proposed funnel, joining up with the 12- 
inch main on the East road. is latter spot 
spproximates to the point at which it is now 
suggested to sink one of the ‘shafts of the 
tunnel. 

Pedestrian traffic at this end of the river 
mainly consists of workers residing in the 
Pembroke area and on the southern side of 
the Liffey, whose place of business lie on the 
northern side. For their convenience a ferry 
service 1s maintained at the point of the 
Soath Wall. The roate taken by the ferry 
beat is approximately that under which the 
tunnel will be constructed. 

The Port and Docks Board are keenly alive 
to; the advantages which would be derived 
from the construction of a tunnel, and their 
representatives have held conferences with 
those of the Corporation The most conveni- 
ent. route for the tannel would be from the 
North Wall extension to a point adjoining the 
River Liffey east of the Dodder, which is 
within the Pembroke Urban District. Whilst 
a subway further up. the river might be of 
more advantage to citizens of Du lin re- 
siding on the south side, the Port and Docks 
Board Engineer pointed out at a conference 
that the Port rd had been for same 
time devoting their attention to increasing 
the-already restricted space on the quays, and 
had, in fact, endeavoured some few years ago 
to obtain powers from the British Parliament 
to increase the space available by regulating 
the traffic along the quays. It was agreed 
that the route should be that suggested as 
most convenient for the Electricity and Water- 
works requirements, viz., from the eastern 
side of the Dodder to the North Wall exten- 
sion. 

PENNY FEE FOR PEDESTRIANS 

It has been provisionally arranged that the 
Port and Docks Board should undertake the 
preparation. of the specification for the tun- 
tiel, the. invitation of tenders, and also the 
general supervision during construction. The 
tunnel, so far as can be at present — ascer- 
tained, will be about 80 feet below the sur- 
face, and entrance and. egress will be by 
means of. electric lifts at either end. Tue 
operation and care of these lifts will be left 
in the hands of the Port and Docks Board, 
anid a fee of 1d. will be charged to all pedes- 
trians using the tunnel. The total estimated 
cost will. be about £60,000, and of this sum 
the Corporation is prepared to be responsible 
for £15,000 in respect of water mains and 
£20,000 in respect of electric cables, these 
amounts being the estimated saving due to 
the carrying of these services through the 
tunnel. It will be seen that after the Corpora- 
tion subsé¢ribes the sum above mentioned & 
balance of £25,000 will have to be provided 
tor. 

It was suggested that as the southern end 

of the tunnel. will be “within the Pembroke 
Urban District area, and, as.the subway will 
be of immense advantage to the workers re- 
siding in that area, the Pembroke Urban Dis- 
trict Council should be asked to contribute to 
the expenditure involved. It has, accordingly, 
heen suggested té the Pembroke Council that 
the excess expenditure, over and above the 
£35,000 already mentioned, should be divided 
equally hetween «the Corporation, the Port 
and’ Decks Board, and the Pembroke Council, 
but up to the present their decision has not 
eóme to hand. The Alliance and Dublin Con- 
sumers’ Gas Co. and the Dublin United 
Tramways Company’ were also approached 
with a view to ascertaining whether eithér of 
thése companies would require the use of the 
tunnel fér carrying gas mains or «electric 
cables. The Gas Company have declined to 
contribute to the cost. of the tunnel, as they 
state that same would be of no service to 
them. Accommodation may be required for 
carrying thé electric cables of the. Dublin 
United Tramways Company at some future 
date, and, at their. request, provision will be 
made for. this. Of course, in the event of 
either of these bodies making use of the tun- 
nel, a proportion of ‘the cost of its construc- 
tion will: be charged to them. 
. The conference. has agreed that legislation 
is. to. be. promoted. to. enable the authorities 
who may parties to the ‘construction of the 
tonne! to subscribe whatever capital sum may 
be agreed upon. It’ is farther proposed that 
legislation shall be sought to enable the excess 
ex iture, if any, on the upkeep of the tan- 
nel, over and above receipts from pedestrian 
traffic ing through it, to be provided out 
of Bridge Tax extending over the: present 
Bridge Tax area. |

TO SAVE £21,000,000 A YEAR. 


Lieutenant-Colonel E. O’Brien, the electrical 
engineer of the London Midland and Scottish 
Railway, lecturing before the Institution of 
Locomotive Engineers in London, claimed that 

ross savings amounting to approximately 

21,000,000 a year on locomotivé costs could 
be realised by the -electrification of the 
main line railways of Great Britain. 

The lecturer said a careful review of the 
situation suggested that the electrification of 
main line railways in Great Britain was an 
immediate probability. It was known by 
evidence from electritied portions of main 
hne in America, France, Great Britain, and 
eisewhere, that not only was the electric :loco- 
motive capable of double the mileage per 
annum of the steam lotomotive, but also that 
the costs of vepairs per electric engine mile | 
were from one-third to one-seventh the costs 
of the repairs per steam engine mile, .]t 
could be claimed that the progress.of electric 
locomotive design had been such in recent 
years that the electric locomotive was 
superior as a tractor in every respect to the 
steam locomotive, and could. be constructed 
within the British loading gauge to give 
double the drawbar horse-power of the most 
powerfal steam locomotive without exceeding 
the limit of weight per foot rún imposed for 
bridges on any main line in Great Britain.,

and the estimated cost of electric “lonrototive 
operation and maintéhance indicated that; 
excluding the tost of feel in the case of steanr 
or of energy in the case of electricity, the 
very large economy of about 10d. per engine 
mile could be effected by substituting .the 
electric for the steam locomotive.

RAPID HOUSE BUILDING. 
MANY EXPERIMENTS, 


On Saturday members of the Committee 
set up by Mr. .Wheatley; Minister of Health, 
tu advide him regarding the style,, construc- 
tion, and material for. the mass production of 
houses, visited Cathcart, Glasgow, and in- 
wpected Lord Weir's specimen steel house. 
They visited the workshops where the sections 
for one of the new houses were gathered, and 
witnessed the process of erection, from the 
assembling of the various parts in the work- 
shop te the actual erection on a specially pre- 
pared concrete foundation. In a remarkably 
short time the walls had been put up. the 
floor laid and covered, and the woodwork of 
the roof was well on the way towards comple- 
tion. The actual operation of putting up the 
nouse after the foundation has set takes about 
ten to fourteen days. i 

In Lord Weir's experimental bungalow at 
Cathcart, the building rests on a concrete raft 
with a damp-proof course throughout, and 
the outer walls consist of wood framing, 
covered on the outside with steel plates and 
finished interiorly with bituminous paper and a 
composition boarding. The roof is sup- 
ported on wooden rafters, half sacking is put 
on in sections, and abestos slates are used; 
the chimneys are of reinforced concrete. The 
accommodation comprises a living room, mea- 
suring 204 square feet, two bed rooms of 170 
and 108 square feet respectively. a scullery of 
BO square feet, a larder, coal-cellar,and bath- 
“room... The. works. price of the bungalow is 
£360, to which would have to be added about 
£100 for the coat of preparing the site, trans- 
port, fencing, servive pipes, roads, etc. 

The steel houses designed by the Duke of 
Atholl, in conjunction with Messrs. William 
Beardmore and Co.. are somewhat similar, and 
to Dundee Town Council last week his Gtace 
offered to erect within a week, and to have 
ready for occupancy, a three-roomed house. 
with scullerv and bathroom. which, including 
certain furniture. would cost £420, and could 
be let at from £15 to £20 per annum. : 

The steel hovees proposed hy the Glasgow 
Steel Roofing Company, Limited, will have a 
framing of mild etee!l, with exterior walls of a 
non-porous character panelled into the fram- 
ing. They will be roofed with diamond-shaped 
asbestos tiles, laid on timber boarding, with a 
lining of felt between the ceilings and parti- 
tions made of a composition called ‘ Suan- 
deala,” while the floors will be of ordinary. 
timber laid on timber joists, supported on the 
mild steel girders which form the base of the 
building. 

The ‘house erected at Ruthergien hy Mesars. 
John Macdonald is built of artificial stone; 
known as “ Fnduro.” covered on the outside 
with roughcast, while: the roofing is an ‘ Fn- 
duro’’ composition, which is said to be im- 
mune from any tendency to crack. The speci- 
men house consists of three apartments, with 
scullery and bathroom, and its internal ar- 
rangements can be modified to suit the re- 
quirements of Jocal authorities 

A novel competition in speedy erection of 
houses is to take place between Tord Weir's 
workmen and the employes of the Glascow 
Corporation Housing Department. Lord Weir 
has promised to erect, within ten weeks of 
getting the material on the site the 20 steel 
houses he is to build at Drumoyne for the 
corporation. The housing officials of the cor- 
poration think they can erect two ordinary 
houses in the same time, and the Housing 
Committee has sanctioned the competition. 
Foundations for both types of houses will be 
laid by the department, só that the contneti- 
tors will start on a level basis.

ELECTRICITY FROM 
WINDMILLS. 
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A new type of windmill for producing elec- 
tric power, which has given unusually good 
results on its trials, is to he installed on Mont 
Ventoux, France, 5,000 feet above sea level, 

The project is to instal a “battery” of 
windmills, each of which wll generate an 
average of horde-power throughout the 
year, and to connect them with a central dis- 
tributing board, where the pooled power will 
be available for supply purposes. 

It is estimated by the inventor, M. Con- 
stantin. that a mill with a 130 ft. diameter 
‘‘wheel’’ gives 90 horse-power with a 13.miles 
wind and 400 horse-power with a 22-miles 
wind. The wheel has only two blades, and 
has proved much more efficient than the 
us. gaa and Dutch types of wind-power 
mills, . 

Behind the blades, on a common axis, is 
mounted the dynamo, which is built on the 
lines of a fish, so a& to offer a minimum re- 
sistance to the wind. The blades and electric 
generator turn togethor. 


THE ‘MERSEY TUNNEL 
PROJECT. 
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Merseyside Co-Ordination Committee con- 
sidered the latest offer of the Ministry of 
ransport to contribute £2,376,000 towards 
the cost of constructing a tunnel under the 
River Mersey to connect.

r. Harry Gosling, C.H., M.P., Minister of 
Transport, at a fo lowing function, said it 
was damental to everything in trade in 
the country that transport, national and in- 
ternational, should be brought up to its 
highest point. The three greatest things that 
requi putting right were housing, the im- 

ement of our roads, and education. He 
ad been travelling over the Highlands. They 
could scarcely get there because of the want 
of proper facilities for travelling. In addi- 
tion to the Edinburgh and Glasgow road, they 
had in hand, Over and above the ordinary 
work, the i gr ag, toad, costing 
abont three-quarters of a million, and the re- 
sonstruction of about 80 miles of the Great 
North road between Blair Atholl and Inver- 
ness, at a cost of from £500,000 to £600,000. 
That was not the end of what they hoped to 
do. He hoped they would be able, in a little 
time, to put forward a scheme involving 
something like two millions, to be spread over 
a few years, which would give employment to 
a very large number of men, pe rw 3,000, 
and which would put the roads of the High- 
lands into such a condition as would at least 
remové any complaint of those who wanted to 
go there for pleasyre or business. They must 
get the roads of| the Highlands into good 
order. They must improve them, in some 
cases rebuild them, and generally bring them 
up to date. They must also have their eyes 
on what might be the next stage. Unless you 
have a very long sight in transport, you 
failed. The reconstruction of bridges was 
necessary, and it would be an unwise policy 
if they did not keep in mind what might be 
wanted in another. twenty years’ time. If 
they were going to spend so large a sum they 
must look to the future, and be sure if it 
became necessary at some later stage to have 
some form of-light railway, the roads would 


to ca it. ere was the opportunity of 
taking hold of the great natural power that 
was produce electricity. Whatever might 
take place with regard to the Government, 
he was trying to “dig in,” so far as his 
little citadel was concerned, so that those who 
came after him would have to do the work 
whether they liked or not. (Laughter and 
applause. ) e was going to leave no stone 
untarned to improve the transport of the 
country. The total expenditure on the roads 
of the whole country was round about 
£45,000,000 a year. 


THE USE OF GAS IN 
INDUSTRY. 


The British Commercial Gas Association, 
representing gas undertakings responsible 
for 92 per cent. of the total gas output, held 
its atinual conference in Liverpool. 

Mr. H. W. Deacon, President, emphasised 
as one of the advantages of gas fires and 
cookers the absence of smoking chimneys. He 
also. stressed the fact that they had not io 
Britain the advantages of the great supply of 
water power possessed by some of their con- 
petitors in other countries. Consideration of 
the possibilities of obtaining such power im 
quantity by damming the Severn was, he 
said, only now entering upon its early stages. 
They had no oil wells. Their only present 
source of power was coal, and as stores of coal 
were being used up rapidly, it was necessary 
in the national interests that the utmost pos- 
sible use should be made of the coal that 
they had. 

They must learn to understand the distinc- 
tion between power and heat. Power must be 
restricted to mean ‘“‘motive power” when 
they considered “power schemes.’’ The 
problem of coal conservation comprised two 
separate considerations:—(1) The economic 
utilisation of coal as a source of smokeless, 
labour-saving motive power; and (2) the 
economic utilisation of coal as a source of 
smokeless, labour-saving fuel. 

le the answer to the oh, micht be 
largely—-it was by no means ‘wholly—“ elec- 
tricity,”’ the answer to the second was almost 
entirely “gas and coke." He believed that 
the more extended the use made of gas in 
manufacturing operations, the better would 
our manufacturers be able to meet the grow- 
ing competition for the trade of the world. 
Mr. G, Sandeman Allen, Chairman of the 
Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, said the 
country consumed to-day 240 thousa‘id million 
cubic feet of gas in a year, conveyed through 
40,000 miles of gas mains, and engaging the 
service of 165 miltidns of capital: and the 
labour of 150,000 employés.

Labour Dismissed. 


The defeat of the British Government 
in the House of Commons last night by 
a margin of 166 vates marks the end of 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s Administration. 
The resignation of the Government is in- 
evitable, and probably, as soon as the Irish 
Boundary Bill is passed, the Prime 
sang will ask His Majesty for an 
immediate dissolution in order that a 
general election may be held on November 
15th. Last night’s proceedings at West- 
minster followed the anticipated coursé. 
The Conservative vote of censure, moved 
by Sir Robert Horne in a very able speech, 
was defeated by 359 votes to 198. The 
Liberals voted against it, presumably in 
order that they, who placed the Govern- 
ment in power, might be able to claim the 
credit of bringing about its fall. The Con- 
servatives were determined to secure a 
Labour defeat, and voted for the 
amendment which was proposed by Sir 
John Simon, calling for the appoint- 
ment of a select committee to inquire into 
the conduct of the Government in the so- 
called Campbell case. The figures of the 
fateful division were 364 votes to 198. 
Thus Mr. - Campbell, of Glasgow, has 
achieved a notoriety that he never ex- 
pected when he wrote his foolish article 
in his obscure sheet. The wisdom of the 
Liberals’ action is open to the gravest 
doubt, more especially from the point of 
view of their own party; for, whether the 
Conservatives or the Socialists are sent 
back to power at the polls, the complete or 
partial eclipse of Liberalism is a foregone 
conclusion. 

There was no suggestion of apology or 
repentance in the Prime Minister 's speech. 
On the contrary, he asserted that, in the 
circumstances, the right thing had been 
done. He denied the charge of improper 
influence either on the Government or, 
through the Government, on the Attorney- 
General. Ministers had discussed the Camp- 
bell ease; they. had expressed their views 
on the proposed prosecution, but they had 
left Sir Patrick Hastings with an abso- 
Ictely free hand in the matter. Mr. 
Macdonald made no secret of his own 
opinions. In his view, he declared, the 
prosecution of Campbell would have given 
“an ,xtraordinarily gratuitous advertise- 
ment’ to Communism in Great Britain, 
and for that reason he was convinced that 
it would have been a mistake. Both he 
and Sir Patrick Hastings asserted quite 
frankly that, if a like occasion should 
arise : gain, they would act in precisely 
the same way, and towards the end of his 
speech the Prime Minister definitely threw 
down the gauntlet. He informed the House 
of Commons that, if it should pass either 
of the motions before it, the Government 
would resign. Labour's “high adventure ”’ 
would be over for the moment, and an 
immediate appeal would be made to the 
people. “This Government,’’ said Mr. 
Macdonald, “has contributed much to the 
honour as well as to the social stability 
of the country” ; and he professed himself 
confident of its return to power after the 
general election. 

It is too soon, of course, to pass the work 
of the first Labeur Government in con- 
sidered review or to apportion praise or 
censure to its members. On the whole, 
Mr. Macdonald has not done badly. Un- 
doubtedly, 'he has been instrumental in 
the creation of a better atmosphere in 
European affairs, and it is hardly too 
much to say that, but for his efforts, the 
Dawes Report never would have been 


accepted either in Germany or in France. 


:

of their predecegsors in office. They were 
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‘lavish in election pledges while they were 


in opposition, only to find on accession to 
office that they were unable to honour 
their bonds. The unemployment problem’ 
shows little improvement since Labour 
went to Downing street; there has been 
a great deal of talk about housing, but 
houses are as scarce as ever they were. 
Prices still are high, trade is depressed, 
money is “tight.” In short, Labour has 
discovered that it has very definite limita- 
tions, and probably it is the better for 
its discovery. So far as Ireland is con- 
cerned, Mr. Macdonald and his colleagues, 
notably Mr. J. H. Thomas, have acted 
with absolute correctness, and their deter- 
mination to honour the Anglo-Irish Treaty, 
in spite of formidable difficulties, has been 
in keeping with the best traditions of 
British government. The next step lies 
with the electorate. Mr. Macdonald may, 
or he may not, come back to power; but, 
at any rate, the British people will be less 
alarmed by the prospect of his. success. 
Office has had a wonderfully sobering effect 
on the wilder spirits among Mr. Mac- 
donald’s followers, and it is quite possible 
that the decision of Mr. Asquith last year 
to give the Socialists a trial will prove to 
have been the point at- which British 
Labour definitely turned ite back on 
revolution. 


Brifain and Egypt. 


Zaghlul Pasha, the Egyptian Prime 
Minister, left London on Tuesday night. 
His visit to England afforded an oppor- 
tunity for a definite statement of the 
British attitude towards his claims. Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald’s despatch to His 
Majesty's High Commissioner for Egypt 
and the Sudan, which has been issued as a 
White Paper, makes the situation quite 
clear. It summarises the demands of the 
Egyptian Premier, which include with- 
drawal of all British forces from Egyptian 
territory, the total disappearance of 
British control over Egyptian affairs, in- 
cluding foreign relations, and the abandon- 
ment of the British Government’s claim to 
share in the protection of the Suez Canal. 
Obviously these demands are impossible. 
Control of the Suez Canal is essential to 
the safety of the Empire, and the Govern- 
ment cannot consider any concessions 
which would make the free passage of the 
Canal doubtful or insecure. In the words 
of the White Paper, ‘‘ no British Govern- 
ment can divest itself wholly, even in 
favour of an ally, of its interest in guard- 
ing such a vital link in British communi- 
cations.’’ Mr. Macdonald disclaims any 
desire to interfere with Egyptian 
sovereignty, but his insistence on such 
minimum safeguards as are required in 
the interests of the Empire is very firm. 
He urges a close alliance between the two 
countries, but on this subject Zaghlul was 
unwilling to speak. During his visit to 
London he made no suggestion which could 
lead to.a basis of agreement. His demand 
that the. British Government should 
evacuate the Sudan was expected, but 
there was never ahy real doubt about the 
refusal. As the White Paper says, “ His 
Majesty’s Government regard their respon- 
sibilities as a trust for the Sudan people ; 
there can be no question of their abandon- 
ing the Sudan until their work is done. "' 
Nevertheless, Mr. Macdonald adds: ‘‘ I 
have by no means abandoned hope that, 
on further consideration, the basis of an 
agreement acceptable to both countries 
can be found." Zaghlul Pasha’s visit 
has not increased his reputation, and it is 
difficult to understand his attitude. He 
cannot have entertained any serious hopes 
that the British Government would yield 
to his demands. He has neglected an 
opportunity which could have been used 
for sensible negotiation and for a useful 
interchange of ideas. It may be, that he 
yielded, against his better judgment, to 
the violence of his extreme supporters: 
the path of an agitator turned statesman 
is beset with difficulties. The net result is 
that Zaghlul Pasha has placed himself in 
a very awkward position. As Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald points out in his dispatch, a 
status quo ‘‘ which enables both military 
and civil officers and officials to conspire 
against civil order ” is intolerable. 


Street Traffic. 


The rapid and enormous growth of 
motor traffic is perplexing all the great 
cities. In London the congestion has 
become so acute that the authorities are 
beginning to contemplate over-head or 
‘* double-decked ' streets. At present the 
Ministry of Transport is discussing plans 
for a great ‘‘ orbital’’ road which will 
fulfil, om a vastly larger scale, the 
functions that the North and South 
Circular roads fulfil in Dublin. New York 
is concentrating its keen intelligence on 
similar problems. There the advantages 
of the ‘‘ block’’ system of streets are 
neutralised by the pressure of what is 
perhaps, the most crowded motor traffic in 
the world. The Police Department is now 
enforcing an elaborate system of regula- 
tions. Traffic will be controlled from 
“master towers” ; north-bound and south- 
bound traffic will be stopped. while east- 
bound and west-bound traffic is moving; 
only east-bound traffic will be allowed on 
even-numbered streets and and west-bound 
traffic on odd-numbered streets. Hence- 
forward the parking of motor cars will be 
confined to certain designated places, 
and after a time underground parking 
places will be provided. In Paris, where 
the motor-cab drivers are not only a 
numerous, but a furious, tribe, the muni- 
cipal authorities are planning to replace 
the traffic policemen with electric signals 
fixed on lamp-standards, and the new 
system has received a successful trial in 
the Place de l’Opéra. It allows the work 
of one mounted policeman and eleven foot 
police to be done by a single traffic-con- 
troller. Dublin’s moter traffic is increas- 
ing daily, but still presents a problem of 
human discipline rather than of physical 
congestion. Unlike the traffic of London 
or New York, it would be easily manage- 
able if all car-drivers and pedestrians 
could be persuaded to keep their heads, 
respect one another’s necessities and 
observe the rules of the road, The Chief 
Commissioner of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police suggests that vehicular traffic ought 
to be marshalled in accordance: with its 
speed and weight, and that ‘‘ safety cross- 
ings ” ought to he provided for pedestrians 
at certain points. 


The Way to Glory. 


Trafalgar Day will be celebrated soon, 
and once again the famous signal will 
flutter over the Victory. Sometimes the 
civilian land-lubber is surprised to learn 


‘that the Victory—that great fragment of 


floating history—is still a commissioned 
ship, and appears regularly in the Navy 
List, with her admiral’s flag and her 
complement of guns. Last year it was 
thought that her end was nigh, but 


appeals for funds wherewith to overhaul 


and restore Nelson’s flagship. evidently 
touched the -public. imagination; for so 
generous ‘was the response that the Victory 
is secure for another generation. Ship- 
wrights are now busily at work restoring 
details of her structure, and even the very 
colouring of her poop, as near as may be 
to the state in which she fought at 
Trafalgar. Visitors from the ends of the 
earth. may see the ancient wheel which 
steered the course—not of the Victory 
only, but of the Western nations. They 
may see the empty port-holes at the 
stern that tell how Nelson never was 
armed to fight a retiring action. They 


may see the spot upon the quarter-deck 


where that great captain fell to a musket- 
shot, and the spot below decks where he 
died, saying: ‘‘ Thank God, I have done. 
my duty.” “There is matter for medita- 
tion in that heroic word. The man to 
whom the English nation owes so much 
counted all his toils but duty, as if he 
held that nothing that a man can give to 
his nation is more than is due from him. 
“ England expects’’—the signal which 
has become the watchword of the English 
nation—owes its happy phrasing to the 
accident that the word ‘‘ expects’’ was 
already in the signal code. Nevertheless, 
the insistertce, as he led his ships into a 
conflict from which there would be no 
retreat, come victory or come death, on 
that faith of his that all this was but 
duty, is the secret of that adoration of 
Nelson which will preserve his flagship, 
shrine of. his spirit, while it may be 
done— ... : 


For he is England: Admiral 
Till the setting of her sun. 


BELFAST ART SOCIETY. 


NOTABLE PICTURES ON 
EXHIBITION. 


Belfast Art Society’s exhibition was opened 
in the Municipal Art Gallery, Royal avenue, 
Belfast, yesterday, by ady Katherine 
Hamilton, who said that the stimulus given 
to the progress of art by the Belfast Society 
was indicated by the pictures at that ex- 
hibition. The encouragement which the 
Society had given to the cause of art in 
the North was a mat‘: which appealed to 
them all very strongly. 

The Lord Mayor said that the Society, 
which was inaugurated in 1879, had done 
much to develop art in the North. Its past 
and present members included some very 
famous men. The Corporation was anxious 
to facilitate the Society as far as possible. 

hen the new gallery had been completed, 
Belfast would acquire a collection in keep- 
int with the enterprise of the city in other 
directions. 

The exhibits which attracted the most 
attention are two large portraits and the two 
racing — shown by Sir John Lavery, 
R.A. The portraits are of Miss Olmstead 
and the present Marquis of Londonderry, 
and both were exhibited at this year’s Royal! 
Academy. Lord Londonderry’s portrait has 
been painted in the black and gold robes of 
the Chancellor of Queen’s University, and is 
a very striking resemblance. 

The two sporting pictures are—‘' Weighing 
in the Derby Winner, 1924,” and ‘‘ The 
Gold Cup, Ascot, 1922.”’ 

There are also on exhibition several 
pictures by Mr. W. Conor, a Belfast artist. 
One is a large canvas, ‘‘ The Studio Dance,”’ 
which found favour in the eyes of the Lon- 
don critics when exhibited at the Royal 
Academy this year. Belfast art lovers take 
a great interest in Mr. Conor and his work, 
and are delighted with the progress that he 
is making. His pictures are generally 
homely studies of the factories and shipyards 
of his native city. Mr. Conor has five oils 
and one water colour in the exhibition. 

Apart from the Lavery and Conor exhibits, 
there. are few big pictures. Mr. Frank 
M‘Kelvey, A.,R.H.A., has returned from 
Donegal with pictures in oil and water 
colour, Mr. W. G, Mackenzie, A.,R.H.A., 
is well represented, while Mr. Charles Braith- 
waite, A.,R.H.A., has several interesting 
little pictures. Mr. Hans Iten has a number 
of studies; the exhibits of Mr. C. W. Bion, 
who had a picture in this year’s Academy, 
include ‘‘ The Chinese Incense Bowl.’’

THE WAHABIS. - 


UNDILUTED ISLAM: 
(BY PROFESSOR’ SIR WOLSELEY HAIG, 


Muhammad ibn Abdul Wahab was born at 
Ayina, in Najd, the highlands of Central 
Arabia, in 1691, and was educated in the 
doctrines of the Hanbalis, the straitest of the 
four orthodox sects of. the Sunnis. ' In order 
to continue his studies he travelled to Mecca, 
Basra, and Baghdad, and in each of these 
cities was scandalised by~the- laxity of the 
leaders of Islam and by the _ corruption of 
the simple faith which he had learned in a 
primitive community uncontaminated by con- 
tact with misbelievers. He found richly 
the .shrines of saints and 
martyrs, visited by thousands of pilgrims 
who invoked the spirits of the departed as 
intercessors. He found wealthy citizens 
parading the streets in garments_of silk and 
satin, indulging secretly in the forbidden 
juice of the grape, and pesaly in coffee and 
tobacco, which, by his rigid interpretation 
of ‘the text, were intoxicants as abominable 
as wine; and regulating their lives and 
their business by RN pats omens and 
auguries. He returned in disgust to his own 
country, resolved to purify the faith of these 
accretions, He took as the basis of his teach- 
ing the Koran and the code of traditions 
compiled by orthodox Sunni doctors, but he 
rejected the glosses of the theologians, and 
even the teaching of the Sunni Imams, the 
four doctors who had founded the orthodox 
schools of theology. He was suspected of 
simulating zeal as a cloak for ambition, and 
the hostility of powerful enemies compelled 


Saud, the ruler of Deraiah, who accepted his 
teaching, and, having married his daughter, 
stood forth as the champion of a purified and 
reformed faith, which he propagated with 
the sword throughout Eastern and. Central 


Arabia. 
. - + a 


His son, Abdul Aziz, and his grandson, 
Saud, pushed their conquests yet further, and 
the success of the latter even threatened the 
Ottoman Empire with destruction. He 
marched to Karbala, and his army entered 
the city with the cry of ‘‘ Kill an strangle 
all infidels who give companions to God! 
The golden dome of the tomb of; the martyr 
Husain, venerated by the Shiabs, was de- 
stroved. and Saud returned to Arabia, and, 
on April 27, 1803, captured Mecca. Tabacco, 
pipes, rosaries,. amulets, and silk and satin 
clothes, were collected into great heaps and 
burned, and the people were driven to prayers 
with whips, Medina: was captured in the 
same year, and the dome of the rophet's 
tomb was destroyed. The fanatics had held 
the Hijiaz for nine years, when they were 
expelled by Ali Pasha. This defeat was the 
end of the temporal power of the Wahabis. 
Saud’s son, Abdullah, was éaptured by 
Tbrahim Pasha, and was ablicly executed at 
Constantinople in 1818.

The Wahabi doctrines were propagated in 
India by Sayyid Ahmid, a bandit of Rai 
Bareli, who made the pilgrimage to Mecca 
and there adopted their tenets. On his return 
to India in 1822 he made many converts, by 
whom he was hailed as the promised Mahdi. 
In 1826 he declared a jihad, or holy war, 
against the Sikhs, and kept the field for more 
than four years, until he was killed in May, 
1831, at Balakot, in the Hazara country. His 
followers established themselves at Saltana, 
and were ever,a focus of disaffection. They 
were joined by many of the mutineers of 1857, 
and their depredations were terminated only 
by their. defeat and dispersal in the Umbegla 
campaign of 1865. A small community er 
them still remains at Palosi, on the Indus, 
engaged chiefly in attempting to propagate 
the doctrines of the sect.

Ibn Abdul Wahab's denunciation of the 
corruption of Islam.was both well-founded and 
unreasonable. He failed to understand that 
the crude and uncompromising system which 
it was possible to preserve in a primitive and 
isolated community must inevitably be 
modified and softened by contact with a 
higher civilisation. Christianity, Zoroastrian- 
ism. and, in India, Hinduism have all had 
their influence on Islam. From the early 
days of the faith it has been found impossible 
to obey implicitly the command to slay all, 
except Christians and Jews, who refuse to 
accept Islam. Sometimes. even yet, a thief 
may be cruelly mutilated or an adulteress 
stoned to death, but these barbarities are not 
popular, even among the ‘orthodox; and 
Christian Powers have announced, with no 
uncertain voice, thet they will not permit the 
infliction of the death penalty for the offence 
of accepting the Christian faith. In all such 
cases as these the ‘‘divine law ” of Islam is 
infringed or ignored, hut..undiluted Islam is 
an infliction which civilisation will not suffer’ 
as the Wahabis’ will learn if their advanbe 
brings thet into contact with more enlightened 
peoples. )

BERLIN (By Mail). 

When Mr. Bernard Shaw’s play, “ Arms 
and the Man,’’ was produced here recently 
various cuts were made by the producer 
at the request of the Bulgarian Minister, 
who complained that the play made fun 
of Bulgaria and wounded Bulgarian sus- 
ceptibilities. The following letter has now 


been received from Mr. Shaw himself by 
the Editor of the Berliner Tageblatt :— 


I greatly regret that my play, “ Arms and 
the, Man,” has wounded the susceptibilities 
of Bulgarian students in Berlin and Vienna. 
But I ask them to remember that it is the 
business of the writer of a comedy to wound 
the susceptibilities of his audience. 
classical definition of his function is 
chastening of morals by ridicule.”’ 
has to submit to the mortification of its 
amour propre by Aristophanes, France by M. 
Moliére, Norway by Ibsen, Ireland by Synge, 
and both Ireland and England, to say nothing 
of the rest of the world, by me. 

This. means that comedy is possible only 
in a highly-civilised country, for in a com- 
paratively barbarous one the people cannot 

ar to have their follies ridiculed, and will 
tolerate nothing but impossibly brave and 
virtuous native heroes, overthrowing 
villainous opponents, preferably foreign ones. 

Civilised audiences enjoy being made “to 
laugh at themselves, and recognise how 
salutary that exercise is for them. Civilised 
Bulgarians enjoy “ Arms and the Man” as 
much as German audiences do, and, indeed, 
more, as they are more directly interested. 
Barbarous Bulgarians—Bulgaria, like other 
nations, has its rustics and its barbarians— 
behave exactly as my own countrymen be- 
haved when Synge’s play,‘‘The Playboy of the 
Western World,” was performed in Dublin. 
They are infuriated by what seems to them 
to be a personal insult. There are eviderly 
many barbarians among the Bulgarian stu- 
dents in Berlin and Vienna—we are all a 
little barbarous at their age, but, as the 
credit of their country’s civilisation is in 
their hands in Berlin, 1 appeal to them to sit 
and smile and applaud like the rest, even if 
they fee] that they would like to shoot me, as 
many people do in England and America. 

They will notice that the brave 
honourable Major Sergius Saranoff does not 
shoot Captain Bluntschli, though he sees 
well enough that the Captain is laughing 
at, his romanticism, and even forcing him to 
laugh at it himself. I want the Bulgarian 
students to laugh at it too. 

I know, of course, that libraries and elec- 
tric bells, and houses with more than one 
floor, and ON UM” with flights of stairs in 
them, are no longer the novelties they were in 
1885. And the days are gone by when it 
is possible to assassinate Stambuloff for the 
reason—among others—that he did not wash 
his hands often encugh. But I can hardly 
believe that any Bulgarian student, however 
innocent. believes that the generation of 


Bulgarians who were just struggling out of 


centuries of Turkish oppression were able to 
enjoy all the refinements which are matters 
of course nowadays. ' 

When the BuÍlgarians students, with my 
sincerely friendly assistance, have developed 
a sense of humour there will be no more 
trouble.— (Reuter. )

CHEERS FOR SOVIET IN COURT 


The firing of shots yesterday in the neigh- 
hourhood of the Dublin fish market, where 
there has been a labour dispute for some 
weeks, caused some excitement. The attitude 
of a crowd that had surreunded one of the 
salesmaster’s cars becamé so menacing that @ 
policeman fired a couple of shots in the au. 
The crowd immediately scattered. During the 
morning attempts were made to prevent 
women from purchas'ng fish from some of the 
salesmasters. Two members of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, who were delivering fish, 
left their work owing to the intimidation. 
Many policemen were on duty in and near 
the market., : 

In the Southern Division Court yesterday, 
James Bond, 15 Stafford street, and John 
Dempsey, 25 North Great George's street, 
were charged before Mr. Collins, K.C., with 
conspiracy to assault John Burke, 59 New 
street, an official of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, with a view to 
compel him to cease acting on behalf of the 
Union at the fish market, and with assaulting 
him. 

The evidence for the complainant was that 
while Burke was in Mary's lane, near the 
fish market, he was assaulted by Bond and 
Dempsey, who belonged to the Workers’ 
Union. 

The defence was that when Dempsey wént 
to Mary's lane Burke struck him with a life- 
preserver, 

Burke denied that 
weapon of the kind. 

Inspector O'Connell, of the Metropolitan 
Police, said that a good deal of disorder was 
taking place near the fish market, and he 
wanted to have it stopped.

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FREE STATE ARMY. 


CHANGES IN THE HIGH 
COMMAND.

An important change is about. to take 
place in connection with the Command of 
the Free State Army. General Eoin 
O’ Duffy, who since March last has held 
the post of General Officer Commanding 
the Defence Forces, leaves the Army this 
week to return to his work as Chief Com- 
missioner of the Civic Guard. 

During the period when General O'Duffy has 
held the chief post in the Army he has re- 
tained his connection with the Civic Guard. 
In view of the fact that the special work upon 
which he was engaged in the Army was 
virtually completed lately, he has been anxious 
to devote all his time to the administration 
of the Civic Guard. It is understood that 
the duties of the Chief Commissioner of that 
force will now claim his undivided attention 


again. 
Probably his last function as General Officer 
Commanding the Forces will be ihat fixed for 
to-day in the Council Chamber of Government 
Buildings, where he will administer to the 
eight higher officers of the Army, including 
the Chief of Staff and the members of the 
G.H.Q. Staff, the new oath which, according 
to the Defence Forces Act, must be taken by 
all officers. The ceremony will take piace in 
the presence of the members of the Executive 
Council at 3 p.m. The text of the oath is as

TORRENTIAL RAIN 


JERSEY DEVASTATED BY 
HURRICANE. 


During the twenty-four hours ended at five 
o'clock yestérday morning, three and a half 
inches of rain fell in West Cornwall, accom- 
panied by a gale which attained a force of 
sixty miles an hour. No personal injuries 
are reported, but extensive floods oecurred 
in many places. 

The Channel Islands were visited by a 
hurricane. Thousands of pounds worth of 
damage has been done to the fruit nurseries 
and greenhouses. 

A Redruth, Cornwall, message says that, 
following ten hours’ rain, a heavy ga': sprang 
up early yesterday morning from the north- 
west, doing considerable damage to houses in 
the district. At Portreath, three m‘les north 
of Redruth, there were serious floods, many 
houses being inundated to a depth of three 
feet. Residents were unable to leave the 
village, as the roads were two feet under 
water. 

Heavy rain during Tuesday night caused 
unprecedented floods at Truro. The River 
Allen overflowed its banks, and in the 
vicinity of the Cathedral scores of houses 
were inundated to a depth of several feet, 
The frent of the *‘ Barley Sheaf’’ Inn was 
washed out by the pressure of water from 
the back, and a substantial wall twenty-five 
feet long was carried away. Horses in a 
stable adjoining were immersed up to their 
backs. People were imprisoned in upper 
rooms, and had to be provided with food 
from outside. The water rose to such a 
height that it covered a four-foot wall of the 
Cathedral school playground. The floods 
did not subside until ten o'clock in the 
morning. 

Torrential rain fell at St. Ivés throughout 
Tuesday hight Houses in Upper Stennack 
were flooded, and a quantity of furniture 
destroyed. Several people were removed 
through the windows to safety. Mud, to a 
depth of several feet, accumulated in the 
dwellings. It is said that an obstruction 
found in the river running through the town 
caused the overflow. Other parts of the 
town are flooded. The damage is estimated 
at several hundred pounds. 

Penrhyn schools were flooded and had to be 
closed yesterday, while in low lying parts 
of the town people had to take to their 
bedrooms.

FRUIT TREES STRIPPED. 
The severest storm that has visited Jersey 
for many years, passed over the island during 
Tuesday night, leaving in its track scenes of 
desolation, almost unparalleled in local his- 
tory. Telegraphic communication with the 
mainiand was interrupted until yesterday 
afternoon. The wind, which blew at seventy 
miles an hour, varied from South-West to 
North-West, and serious damage to property 

and crops is reported from every parish.

No 
one was hurt. A large signboard smashed

The attendance in the House of Lords 


this afternoon was fairly good when the 


second reading debate on the Irish Free 


State (Confirmation of Agreement) Bill 


was resumed. 

Lord Salisbury found himself at issue with 
Lord Grey, who on the previous evening 
had declared his comparative indifference 
to a possible demand for a Republic on the 
part of Southern Ireland. So far from 
this country having little to lose by the 
setting up of the Republic, the noble 
Marquis regarded the mere possibility as 
a disaster of the first magnitude. A 
situation would be created which they, as 
loyal subjects of the Crown, could never 
accept. On the question of the proposal 
to insert in the Bill an amendment limit- 
ing and defining the functions of the 
Commission itself, he came to the con- 
clusion that to insert such a provision 
would lead to the rejection of the Bill. and 
the issue would at once be transferred 
from Parliament to the hustings. Such a 
course was not in the interests of Ulster 
herself, and was one which he could not 
advise their lordships to pursue. 

The Lord Chancellor dryly remarked 
that the noble Marquis had let the cat out 
of the bag. The reason why the rejection 
of the Bill had not been moved on the 
second reading, und why it was considered 
inadvisable to press a limiting amendment, 
was now quite plain. 
would create a state of feeling in the Free 
State which he would not like to contem- 
plate. Lord Haldane’s counsel to the 
Peers was not to meddle in a matter which 
has yet to be determined by the Com- 
missioners. 

The Earl of Dunraven confessed to an 
inability to understand the reluctance of 
Ulster to appoint a-representative on the 
Commission. The setting up of such a 
Commission was, in his opinion, absolutely 
imperative. 


Lord Carson 's Declaration. 

The noble Earl was answered by Lord 
Carson, who declared that the Bill smashed 
the whole Act of 1920. The Government 
had been weak enough to yield to the 
dictation of the Free State, and he fore- 
saw this as the first of a series of Bills 
to be introduced in an attempt to make 
workable a policy which was unfortunate 
and ill-considered. He indicated that in 
Committee he would propose an amend- 
ment to provide that the Bill, when 
passed, should only operate when the con- 
sent of the Northern Government had been 
obtained to it. 

Alluding to Lord Grey’s speech vester- 
day, he remarked that that was the one 
bright spot in the debate. Lord Grey had 
said he would rather face the demand of 
the Free State for a Republic than see the 
understanding with Ulster broken. ‘‘ So 
would I,’’ declared Lord Carson 
emphasis.

ALLAHABAD, Wednesday. 

Serious rioting between Hindus and 
Mahommedans broxe out here last night, fol- 
iowing a Hindu festival. The disturbances 
spread quickly, and the military were called 
out. The mobs were dispersed, but not be- 
fore three people had been killed and twenty 
injured, : 

Thig morning the disturbances were re- 
newed, the Hindu population being greatly 
excited by reports that their co-religionists 
roops 
and extra police were ordered out, but during 
the day the riots continued to spread. 
Hundreds of people poured into the city from 
the surrounding villages to reinforce the rival 
parties. This afternoon it was reported that 
altogeher five persons had been killed and at 
least thirty severely injured. 

The authorities have prohibited all public 
gatherings, and have issued a ‘‘ Curfew”’ 
order. There is considerable anxiety in the 
European quarter, but every precaution is 
being taken.

URBAN AUTHORITIES AND 
THE BILL

The provisions of the Free State Local Go- 
vernment Bill were. considered yesterday by 
a conference at the Mansion House, Dublin, 


specially summoned to deal with the matter 
in view of the expected re-introduction of 
the bill in the Dail soon after its re-assembly. 
Alderman Hadden, of Wexford, presided. 
His references in his opening address to the 
question of the housing of the working 
classes are reported elsewhere. 
_In_ the Secretaries’ report, read wy Mr. 
Cronin, Town Clerk of Newry, it was 
pointed out that the »ill contained but little 
affecting urban councils. The most im- 
ahve of the provisions affecting runicipal 
dies were those relating to the cost of 
maintenance of main roads. 

Mr. W. M. Forsyth (Pembroke) proposed 
a resolution, which was adopted, recommend- 
ing that urban councils be empowered to em- 
ploy the County Council to maintain their 
main roads. Mr. Forsyth pointed out that 
the smaller towns were not able to afford, and 
it would not be worth their while to obtain, 
the equipment and the skilled staff possessed 
by the County Councils, and there were many 
instances in which road maintenance in urban 
areas would be more cheaply and efficiently 
done by the County Council. There was 
power at present to make a voluntary con- 
tract with the County Council, but under 
his proposal it would be obligatory on the 
County Council to perform the: work when 
required by the urban authority, at charges 
to be fixed by the Minister. 

On the suggestion of Mr. R. Corish, T.D. 
(Wexford), a clause was inserted in the re- 
commendation providing for the employment 
of unskilled labourers from the urban area at 
the recognised rate of wages in that area. 

The conference adopted a resolution in 
favour of the road grants system provided in 
Northern Ireland, under which urban authort- 
ties deal -direct with the Roads Board, and 
grants are made by the Roads Board towards 
the construction and maintenance of roads 
graded as first-class and second-class. It was 
also decided to recommend the extension to 
urban authorities of the powers given to 
County Councils to improve dangerous 
corners. 

Mr. Forsyth obtained assent 
mendation to make general the 
the Dublin Reconstruction Act of 1916, by 
which an occupier compelled to set back his 
EN for the widening of a street could 
ve offered equivalent ground instead of com- 
pensation. Mr. Forsyth stated that it was 
calculated that that provision saved £100,000 
ir. respect of the North Earl street widening. 

In the course of discussion on the pro- 
visions relating to the superannuation of 
officers, Mr. McCourt (Dundalk) sought a 
recommendation to include solicitors to 
authorities among pensionable officers, but 
his proposal was rejected. 

A proposal to include werknien employed 
by authorities among pensionable officers 
found considerable support, but was dropped 
in fayour of a recommendatidn, moved by the 
Mayor of Clonmel, advocating contributory 
schemes for tisat class of employés. 

Mr. McCall, who raised a point as to the 
incidence of the cost of pensions for technical 
instruction officers, said that his suggestion 
was that the Covernment should pay a pro- 
portion of the pensions equal to its proportion 
of the technical instruction funds. 

A resolution to that effect was adopted. 

A number of points relating to public health 
were next discussed. The meeting adopted a 
resolution, moved by Mr. Forsyth, welcoming 
the provisions of the bill with regard to 
County Boards of Health, and recommending 
that care should be taken to secure that the 
services of whole-time qualified medical 
officers and staff of the county sanitary ad- 
ministration may be available in urban areas. 
On the motion of Alderman Corish, it was 
recommended that each urban authoriftyy 
should have at least one representative on the } 
County Board of Health. 

The meeting adopted a resolution, proposed 
by Alderman Corish, and seconded by Mr. 
Forsyth, “ that power be given to prohibit 
street trading.’’ 

n the proposal to restore the liability of 
owners of small houses to pay rates assessed 
thereon, the meeting recommended that the 
limit of valuation of such houses should be 
£8. The proposal to confine the Local Go 
vernment franchise to householders paying 
rates directly, was turned down by the meet- 
ing, disapproval having been expressed by 
a majority of the Council. ” 

Alderman Corish consented to take charge 
of the Association's amendments in the Dai! 
when the bill is brought forward, and copies 
of the suggested amendments are to be sent 
to the leaders of all parties in the Dail.

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
defeat of the Government last night upon 
the Liberal amendment calting for an inquiry 
into an abandonment of the prosecution 
against the acting editcr of the Workers’

consequences which flow from that. defeat, it 
is impossible to congratulate Ministers on the 
defence which they attempted to put forward. 
From the personal explanation which the 
Prime Minister felt cénmstrained to offer the 
House of Commons before Sir Robert 
Horne’s motion of censure came on until the 
close of the discussion it became more and 
more clear that they had no valid reply to 
give to the charge against them. ‘The gist of 
that charge is, in substance, that they 
suffered the administration of the criminal 
law to be improperly influenced by political 
motives. The public now have sufficient evi- 
dence before them, not, indeed, to assign the 
exact measure of misfeasance to each 
of the parties known to be con- 
cerned or to say who al the 
parties concerned were, but to 
prove to the hilt the necessity, in the interests 


ot the future administuation of justice, thata 


full and searching inquiry should be held 
into the whole circumstances of a proceeding 
which was a grave scandal yesterday, and is 
a scandal still graver to-day. Nothing came 


out in the explanations of the Prime Minister 
or 


the statement of the Attorney-General 
which can .remove the general uneasiness ex- 
cited by the withdrawal of the Campbell 
prosecution, and by the Treasury counsel's 
statement when it was withdrawn. The 
nation have just enough of the story before 
them to justify their demand that it shall be 


promptly and thoroughly sifted. 


The broad effect of the CGovernment’s 
stubborn refusai- to submit to effective 
inquiry is, as Sir Robert Horne said at the 
end of his long and closely argued indictment, 
that there is something to hide. The impres- 
sion that there is something to hide, and a 
general idea of what the substance of this 
something is, were strengthened by ‘several 
features in the Government speeches. The 
Vnme Minister and the Attorney-General 
had to acknowledge that previous 
statements they had made in the 
House on the case were inaccurate and mis- 
leading in material particulars. Mr. 
Macdonald declares inat he was himself mis- 
led on an important point by the force of 
his emotions. The Attorney-General owned 
that the day after Campbell's arrest he sent 
for Mr. Maxton and acquired information 
about the prisoner from him. He tells us 
that the Director of Public Prosecutions sug 
gested that he should follow a case—pre- 
sumably the case described bv Lord Birken 
head in his recent letter—-in which a former 
Attorney-General had withdrawn a prosecu 
tion u on obtaining a certain undertaking, 
and suggested that this precedent should be 
followed. Sir Patrick Hastings withdrew the 
prosecution against Campbell, but he does not 
pretend that he ever asked for an undertaking 
Chen he relates how the Prime Minister came 
into the room, and took the view that the 
prosecution was injudicious. Mr. Macdonald 
drew some very fine technical distinctions as 
to the precise part he played in the case, but 
he no longer pretends that he had nothing 
to do with it. 

The facts as to many vital details are. un. 
deniably involved, and it is unnecessary to 
attribute to anybody an intention to tangle 
them ‘ill further. But Ministers did. not 
assist to disentagle them last night. They 
have not told the plain, unvarnished tale 
which the country demands, and which it will 
assuredly seek through others if the Labour 
Ministiy persist in their refusal voluntarily 
to tell it. Mr. Macdonald again sought to 
represent this controversy as a matter of 
slight consequence, which ought not to be 
allowed to hamper him and his! colleagues 
in the discharge of their high and beneficent 
mission. ‘That is a grievous error. No Eng 
lish Government has any more urgent or 
more sacred duty than to preserve unsullied 
the reputation of English justice.

STRICTER SUPERVISION, 

The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphed last nizght:—For some time the 
Ministry of the Interior has been consider- 
ing measures for ensuring stricter control 
and supervision of immigration into France, 
and the Minister of the Interior, M. Chau- 
temps, is said to have decided to adopt 
certain reforms. 

Among these will be changes in the regu- 
lations affecting foreigners who intend either 
to make their homes in France or to stay 
for periods of over two months. After a 
health examination at the port of entry such 
persons will receive from the frontier ofhcials 
permits allowing them to enter the towns in 
which they wish to stay.’ When they arrive 
et their ‘destination they will obtain a 
provisional’ identity card Enquiries will 
then be made, and if these give satisfactory 
results, an identity card proper, authorising 
residence, will be given by the Prefect of 
the Department. Foreign residents are 
already required to have identity cards, but 
there is not at present the strict oversighit 
immediately following their arrival in the 
countrv which is now proposed. Moreover, the 
fee for the identity card is to be raised from 
12 to 30 francs. Foreign workmen, hitherto 
exempt, will be called upon to pay this fee.

AS proposal for the solution of the 
housing problem in Free State towns 
was put forward yesterday, at a confer- 
ence in Dublin, of the Association of 
Municipal Authorities, by Alderman 
Hadden, of Wexford, who is President of 
the Association. 

Alderman Hadden’s proposal—in view 
of the facts that a long-term loan is essen- 
tial for an economic housing scheme, that 
the Government will not undertake a loan 
and that the banks will make only short- 
term loans—is that a great housing loan, 
available for housing schemes in all the 
towns, shall be raised by the issue of 
trustee stock on the security of the muni- ’ 
cipalities. 

His plan was welcomed by the confer- 
ence, and it is understood that representa- 
tives of the Association will begin to-day a 
series of interviews with the Government 
and with financiers and other business 
men with a view to the preparation of a 
detailed scheme. 


URBAN HOUSES, LIMITED, 


HOW THE PROBLEM COULD 
BE TACKLED. 


The conference, which met in the Mansion 


House, had been summoned specially to con- 


sider proposals for amendments to the Local 
Government Bill, in view of the expressed 
intention of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment to re-introduce the measure in the Dail 
after the recess. On the ground of urgency, 
however, the President of the Association 
brought forward the matter of housing, 
whi had been discussed at the ordinary 
annual conference three weeks ago, when 
Mr. Hadden was deputed, with other repre 
sentatives, to interview President Cosgrave. 

Referring to this interview yesterday, the 
Chairman said that President Cosgrave, 
while he promised to do what he could, did 
not promise to bring forward any practical 
scheme likely to give a solution of the hous- 
in- problem. The present state of housing, 
the Chairman continued, was a reproach to 
1 Christian nation. In Wexford they had a 
line of applicants for a vacant house. One 
of the men occupied a house, 7 feet by nine, 
and in this there lived five people. That 
w.3 not Christian or pleasant. There was 
also a case of three families living in a house 
which was not fit for human habitation. 
Fifteen people occupied that house, which 
was a four-roomed building. 

The municipalities could not solve the 
problem, and the Government could not 
solve it. His opinion was that it must he 
solved by the general co-operation of al! 
classes of the community. - The cost of build- 
ing was too high, and an appeal must be 
made to the Labour’ Unions and to business 
nen, requesting the Unions to let them have- 
a reasonable price for buildings or an in- 
creased output, but they should get a type’ 
of house for the community that could be let 
at @ reasonable rent. 

A TRUSTEE SECURITW. 

Pointing out that banks would not lend 
money bevond a term of fifteen years, and 
thab on that basis the costs were too high 
to allow a rent within the range of the 
working man to be fixed, the Chairman said 
that they must have a long-term loan. He 
suggested that the municipalities should join 
heather and form a public company, with 
themtitle, if they liked. of Urban Housing, 
Linited. 
Developing his suggestion at a later stage 
of the conference, the Chairman said that, if 
the Government would not provide the 
moaey, it should help to find it by making 
is loan he had suggested a trustee security. 

hey saw in the country a number of men 
wanting work, people wanting houses, and a 
lot of money sent across the Channel for 
investment. What better security could in- 
vestors have, he asked, than the towns of 
Ireland ? They would be an improving 
security. They could afford to pay 5 or ós 
pe cent. interest, and it would be an attrac- 
tive investment. 

They must first get the Government to 
promise to make it a trustee security, and 
them try to popularise the plan. 


TRADE UNION SUPPORT.
